COUNTY PLANNING COMMISSION 
“EXPENSE $17,003 FIRST YEAR 


Report Says Principal Effort Was 
Directed at Preparation of-a 
Master Plan. : 

Operation of the St. Louis County 
Planning Commission cost $17,003 
during the first year of its exist- 
ence, which ended yesterday, it is 
shown in the. commission’s annual 
report to the County Court, made 
public today. 

The principal effort of the com- 
mission during the year has been 
directed at preparation of a master 
plan, which it is estimated will be 
completed in another year, the re- 
port says. Five major phases of 
the plan studied by the commission 
had to do with population trends, 
land subdivisions, highways, build- 
ing and setback lines and zoning 
and land use. 

The commission adopted regula- 
tions governing subdivisions, high- 
ways and building lines. The prin- 
cipal task for immediate comple- 
tion is the zoning of unincorporated 
areas, comprising a total of 450 
square miles, the report says.’ So 
far only the 21 square miles of un- 
incorporated area in Clayton Town- 
ship have been zoned. The rest of 
the work is scheduled for comple- 
tion by early summer. 

Officers for the coming year will 
be elected at the annual meeting 
at 8 o’clock tomorrow evening at the 
commission office, 8003 Forsythe 
boulevard, Clayton.

WASHINGTON, Jat. 20 (AP).— 
The United States Supreme Court 


Federal law requiring registration 
of aliens invalidated a 1939 Penn- 
sylvania alien registration statute. 

Justice Black delivered the opin- 
ion, which upheld Justice Depart- 
ment contentions that the regulation 
of alien registration “is exclusively

Justice Stone wrote a dissenting 


Hughes and. Justice McReynolds 
concurred. 

Justice Black said that “the pow- 
er to restrict, limit, regulate, and 
register aliens as a distinct group 
is not an equal and continuously 
existing concurrent power of state 
and nation, but whatever power a 
state may have is subordinate to 
supreme national law.” 

Justice Stone, in his‘ disseriting 
opinion, asserted: 

“Assuming, as ‘the Court, holds, 
that Congress could constitutionally 
set up an exclusive registration sys- 
tem for aliens, I think it has not 
done so and that it is not the prov- 
ince of the courts to do that which 
Congress has failed to do.” 

Safeguards for States. 

Stone added that “at a time when 
the exercise of the Federal power 
is being rapidly expanded through 
congressional action, it is difficult 
to overstate the importance of safe- 
guarding against such diminution 
of State power by vague inferences 
as to what Congress might have 
intended if it had considered the 
matter or by reference to our own 
conceptions of a policy which Con- 
gress has not expressed and which 
is not plainly to be inferred from 
the legislation which it has en- 
acted.” 

The Court refused to review a 
decision upholding a Federal Trade 
Commission order directed against 
alleged misleading advertising of 
financing interest rates by the Gen- 
eral Motors Acceptance Corporation, 

The company, subsidiary of Gen- 
eral Motors, appealed from the Sec- 
ond Federal Circuit Court. 
Advertisement Held Misleading. 

The Commission order was 
based upon allegations that adver- 
tisements misled the buying pub- 
lic into believing that the 6 per 


tors cars, as advertised, amounted 
to a 6 per cent simple interest 
charge annually on the unpaid bal- 
ance of an automobile purchased 
from General Motors. The Com- 
mission, holding the charges were 
higher, ordered the company to 
cease such advertising. 
The company contended it was 
not in interstate commerce and 
that the Commission, therefore, 
lacked jurisdiction. The firm also 
contended the advertisements ex- 
plained truthfully and in detail 
the financing costs. 
Decision to Stand. 

Also, the Court refused to re- 
consider its Dec. 16 decision hold- 
ing that the regulatory power of 
the Federal Government over 
navigable streams is “as broad as 
the needs of commerce.” . 
A rehearing was sought by the 
Appalachian Electric Power Co., 
which was directed by the opin- 
ion to obtain a license from the 
Federal Power Commission for a 
hydroelectric project on New Riv- 
er, near Radford, Va. 

The power company told the 
tribunal that its ruling was “com- 
pletely destructive” of state rights. 


Appeal Affecting Nebraska Negro 
Trainmen Dismissed. 

The Supreme Court ordered dis- 
missal of an attack on the enforce- 
ment of Nebraska’s Full Train Crew

Of the 14,000 WPA workers in

ATHENS, Jan. 20 (AP).—A de- 
structive raid with fire and high 
explosive bombs on Berati, Italian- 
held town in the oil region of South 
Central Albania, was reported to- 
day by the Royal Air Force.

Gov. Leverett Saltonstall of Mas- 
sachusetts said one of the chief 
subjects discussed was the “farm- 
ing out” of subcontracts and bring- 
smaller manufacturers more 
actively into the defense produc- 
tion program.

Neutrality Is Chief Aim. 

What the agreement means, it is

Axis. Territorial aggrandizement 
in the Aegean direction, however 
tempting, is far less important to 
Yugoslavia than maintaining the 
utmost neutrality consistent with 
its exposed position.

In an Axis victory in which Yugo-

Ulster’s Possible Dilemma: Union 


With Eire or a Socialist Britain 


Northern Ireland Conservative, Largely Rep- 
resenting Big Industry—Change in Lon- 
don Setup Would’ Create Problem.

ELFAST is a city of blackout

While Britain has a coalition 
Government; Northern Ireland still 
has its “Chamberlain Govern- 
ment.”. Although Lord Craigavon, 
for 20 years the Premier, is dead, 
the new Government under John 
Millar Andrews is a continuation. 
Its policy can be summed up in 
two phrases: Complete loyalty to 
Britain and to the British Empire; 
unalterable opposition to union with 
the South. 


So long as the present Govern- 
ment remains in power, it is safe 
to predict there will not be a so- 
lution to “the Irish problem.” How 
long that Government will remain 
in power is impossible to say. 
There are no indications of an- 
other taking its place. ; 


As it is-essentially an ultra-con- 
servative Government, largely rep- 
resentative of big industry, the 
question of its relationship to Lon- 
don is bound to arise sooner or 
later. For the last 10 years the 
British Government has been Con- 
servative. What will Conservative 
Ulster’s reaction be to a Socialist 
Government, should Ernest Bevin, 
Minister of Labor, succeed Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill? Will 
Ulster be so enthusiastically pro-' 
British’ and anxious to maintain 
union with Westminster? Will not 
it sooner or later be caught be- 
tween the “devil and the deep blue

Two Facts Stand Out. 


Two basic facts stand out. One 
is that although Ulster is 60 to 
70 per cent pro-British and deter- 
mined to maintain its close rela- 
tionship with Britain, its Loyalists 
are, nevertheless, 100 per cent pro- 
Ulster. Interference from London 
is not welcomed. It is resented 
mildly, in general, but bitterly

Four Killed by Shells. 

They said British officers whose 
ships had been attacked shared the 
opinion the raiders apparently were 
in close co-operation with Japanese 
ships which evidently supplied the 
Germans with information as to 
British ship movements.

Bodies of four Filipino sailors 
killed by German shells in en- 
counters with the raiders were car- 
ried from the Kamo Maru. Some 
of the survivors required medical 
treatment for shell shock. 


The seamen,.former crewmen on 
British phosphate commission 
ships, said the raiders had the Jap- 
anese rising sun insignia painted on 
their sides and flew the Japanese 
flag until an enemy ship was sight, 
ed, then hoisted the swastika.

Three Roosevelt Merits. 


“Three merits are commonly con- 
ceded to Roosevelt even by those 
who differ most from his policy. 
He foresaw more clearly than most 
Americans the trend of European 
events; he had more insight than 
most into the extent to which Amer- 
ican interests would become in- 
volved in those events, and he rep- 
resented more adequately and more 
weightily than any other states- 
man what most Americans felt to 
be the right American attitude in 
face of them. 

“The general recognition of these

The Sunday Pictorial headlined 
its account, “Joe Kennedy’s speech 
a flop,” while the Sunday Dispatch 
referred to. his performance as an 
“Acrobatic speech.”

Coal Miner Praises St. Louis Alr. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OR the last few weeks, I have been 

coming to St. Louis in search of work. 
While I have not yet found a job, I have 
found something that really surprised 
me—no smoke. 

I used to live in St. Louis in the good 

old smoke days, when you went out in 
the morning all cleaned up and came 
back looking like a smoked ham, cough- 
ing and your eyes burning from the sul- 
phur in the air, “ 
__ My bat is off to St. Louis. 
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terms of human tragedy, in view of the necessary 
eclipse of democracy in wartime and the inevitable 
devastating aftermath. 

To help Britain, he urges the maximum of sup- 
port from this country, a determination to go “all 
out” in building armaments for the British and for 
our own defenses. To avert war, he warns against 
going to the point where entry into the conflict be- 
comes inevitable (obviously a reference to such forms 
of assistance as convoys), and also against going to 
the point where our own defenses are impaired. 

Most sensible of all, he sets forth a touchstone of 
policy for testing every move our Government makes 
in working for the two objectives: “What is best 
for the United States of America.” The reminder 
could not be more timely, for some spokesmen, in 
their zeal for helping Britain, have occasionally lost 
sight of this fundamental. . 

The address was temperate—very much 60, con- 
sidering the bitter attacks that have been made upon 
Mr. Kennedy since his return to this country. He 
disavowed being a “prophet of gloom”; he had mere- 
ly reported honestly that Britain faces heavy odds, 
as every competent observer agrees. He emphat- 
ically repudiated the epithet of “appeaser,” as ap- 
plied in the sense of favoring a deal with the dicta- 
tors or trusting their worthless promises, and thus 
he effectively answered the smear applied to him in 
recent months. 

Mr, Kennedy is resolutely anti-war, but he does 
not descend to epithet-slinging in stating his case. 
Thus, he warns against applying the term “war- 
monger” to those who hold views differing with his 
own. On the other hand, the Ambassador sees no 
possibility of a just and lasting peace in the near 
future, yet he does not denounce out of hand those 
who urge our Government to launch a peace move; 
instead, he gives full credit to the sincerity of these 
people’s impulses. In the growing emotionalism of 
the debate, Mr. Kennedy’s restraint is an example for 
both sides. 

His address was realistic in the searching exami- 
nation he gave to the concrete problems surround- 
ing the intervention proposals. First, as to the 
widespread fears of invasion, he asked, in effect, 
if a small but brave air force can keep the Nazis from 
crossing 20 miles of water, how can an invader send 
troops and. weapons across 3000 miles of storm-tossed 
ocean whose shores are guarded by American naval 
and aviation forces? 

Then, as to an American adventure abroad, he posed 
equally pointed hypothetical questions. Where, Mr. 
Kennedy wants to know, would our army go if we 
started to fight. How could we expect to provide the 
terrific manpower necessary to help the British suc- 
cessfully invade the Continent? How could we pay 
for two or three or more years of such total War? 
If we won, how could England and America reor- 
ganize Europe? Would our troops stand guard pver 
the defeated countries, for generations perhaps, to 
keep them from going Communistic? All these are 
questions which must be highly embarrassing to the 
earnest advocates of intervention. 

Mr. Kennedy is realistic enough, also, to know that 
a flat pacifist stand in a world of aggressors is not 
within the realm of reason. He opposes war, yes; 
but he adds: . “Make no mistake, let no nation think 
because the American people do not want war, they 
will not go to war should their own vital interests 
be at stake.” This sort of language, backed up by 
adequate armaments, is the only thing the dictators 
respect, as Mr. Kennedy well knows. 

Though a devoted friend of the President, the Am- 
bassador is realistic enough to see that the lend- 
lease bill is unduly sweeping in the power it confers 
upon him, as other loyal supporters of the admin- 


and many will agree with him, that less drastic ways 
of meeting the problem will develop as the present 
hearings proceed. 

Above all, the address was patriotic. Mr. Kennedy 
pleaded for preservation of democracy and its guar- 
antees, for national unity, for hard work and sacri- 
fice to make our country impregnable. His clear- 
sighted realism sees no iridescent rainbow ahead— 
“our easy life of yesterday is at an end,” he says; 
“our lot in the future will be a difficult one—win, 
lose or draw.” Nevertheless, he expresses confidence 
that America can successfully defend itself, if we use 
“the opportunity to make ourselves strong.” 

Mr. Kennedy’s address should serve to clear the 
air in a confused time when policies vital for genera- 
tions to come are being made; The public owes him 
a rising vote of thanks for this magnificent message 
of good sense, good temper, realism and patriotism.

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A BILL FOR CLEAN ELECTIONS. 

Senator Hatch has wasted no time in reintroducing 
his bill to strengthen Uncle Sam’s hand when 
applied against ballot corrupters. We say Senator 
Hatch’s bill, for the New Mexican is the congres- 
sional sponsor, but in reality the measure is the

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HAWKS AND OWLS ARE VINDICATED. 

Are hawks and owls harmful to wildlife and poul- 
try, or are they friends of the farmer and hunter? 
The question has long been debated, and now an 
actual test in Missouri produces evidence in favor 
of the big birds. 

Members of the Macon County Conservation Fed- 
eration, believing that quail were being killed by 
hawks and owls, staged a two-week drive against 
them last month. The campaign, in which the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commission co-operated, netted 
195 hawks and 45 owls. An examination of the birds’ 
stomachs at the Co-operative Wildlife Research Unit 
at the University of Missouri produced the following 
data: a 

Remains of field mice and other small animals 
were found in 183 stomachs, bird remains in 18, 
traces of insects and grass in nine, and 43 stomachs 
were empty. Unmistakable signs of quail were found 
in only one specimen, a marsh hawk, and a feather 
or two that might have been those of quail in two 
others. The Conservation Commission’s report points 
out that marsh hawks and red-tails feed on carrion, 
that neither is capable of catching a healthy, vigorous 
quail, so it is likely they eat only dead or crippled 
birds. 

The case is plain enough, the commission concludes, 
that hawks and owls “are mostly mousers and should 
be protected as valuable allies to the farmer.” Of 
course, it is pointed out, the farmer has a right to 
kill‘any marauder which is taking his chickens, but 
any widespread campaign against the two species 
would be harmful both to wildlife propagation and

And, although its announced purpose i 
to provide aid for Britain, the bill does far 
more than that. Under its sweeping prove 
sions, the President—any President, present 
or future—would have the exclusive author 
ity to finance any foreign nation, in any 
war, on any continent, at any date—the only 
condition being that the President himself 
whoever he may be at the time, shall deem 
the defense of that nation vital to the de 
fense of the United States. 

Certainly a measure under which Com 
gress would so unqualifiedly abdicate 18 
constitutional responsibilities of controlling 
the public purse and making war should 
not be considered lightly or in a hurry.

sion. - Yet, the results of the Pres- 
ident’s tolerance of bureaucratic 
bickering are, if anything, even 
worse. 


Foolish Conflicts. . 

EVERAL important depart- 

ments are poisoned by foolish 

conflicts among the top offi- 
cials. At the State Department, 
most important of all, things are 
so bad that a sharp-tongued jun- 
ior has nicknamed the place “the 
snake pit,” and maintains that in- 
stead of the normal tapping sound, 
the departmental typewriters com- 
monly emit a low hiss. In addi- 
tion to the intra-departmental 
rows, there are feuds between the 
Treasury and Reserve Board, the 
State Department and Treasury, 
the State and Justice Departments, 
and the two biggest and most active 
governmental. groups, the New 


pass on pardons, but if he would 
let others make findings of fact

Instead, the President went over 
every smallest detail, and only ap- 
proved the navy’s plan after inter- 
minable conference. It is the same 
with most other problems in the 
illimitable fields of foreign policy 
and national defense of which he 
has taken personal charge. Alk- 
though he now allows his exec- 
utive assistants, Lauchlin Currie, 
James Rowe, Lowell Mellett and 
their colleagues, to do the spade- 
work on most of the problems of 
peacetime government, he has out- 
lined their duties so vaguely that 
even they cannot serve him as effi- 
ciently as they would like to. 
Probably the President does not 
mind bureaucratic bickering, does 
not bother with efficient organi- 
zation and does not trouble to dele- 
gate, because he likes to keep all 
the reins in his own hands. But 
his task is now too great for that. 
‘At this moment, no Ambassador to 
‘London has ‘been chosen because

UTHORITIES tell us that hair is very dependent upon 


foods containing iodine your hair will keep its beauty and 
health, and its color, if too many years of vitamin deficiency

has not already robbed it of its 
color. The best source of iodine in 
food is from fish. Clams, cod liver 
oil, halibut, lobsters, pure oysters, 
salmon and shrimp all should be in- 
cluded in your menus. Other fish, 
too, contain iodine. The next best 
source is from goat’s milk, iodized 
salt, seaweed powder, kelp and 
some vegetables and fruits. Barley, 
green beans, bran, carrots, cher- 
ries, corn, loganberries, oats and 
spinach contain fair amounts of 
iodine, and surprising as it may 
seem, sea air furnishes some as 
you breathe it in. That is why per- 


sons who lack iodine usually feel better if they get down near 
the sea. Generous amounts of fish should be eaten at least 
three times a week and your daily menus should contain at 
least two of the other foods mentioned above. 
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YOUR PHYSICIAN will tell you that certain nervous dis- 


turbances, specific cases of overweight, lowered mental activity 


and enlarged thyroid glands are also due, in part at least, to a 
deficiency of iodine in the blood stream. If you find your hair 
pretty lifeless and falling out you might determine if you are 
lacking iodine. A routine blood test, or metabolism will indi- 


cate this. 


Of course, keeping your scalp meticulously clean and 


massaged, and your hair well brushed, adds greatly to hair 
beauty. Most women require a soap shampoo every two weeks, 
but one every three weeks is sufficient if your scalp is cleansed 
scientifically with tonic and brushing between shampoos. 
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SOME WOMEN use several drops of iodine in their: last 
rinsing water and feel that it is beautifying to the hair. To two 
quarts of rinsing water add not more than five or six drops of 
jodine from a glass dropper. Mix it well before pouring it 
through the hair. We are told repeatedly by medical men and 
nutritionists that our physical beauty is most dependent upon 
a balanced diet. Too few women know the meaning of “a bal- 
anced diet,” and do not trouble to learn which foods, and in 
what combinations, the body requires to keep healthy to give 
beauty to skin, hair, teeth and eyes. It would be wise for those 
women to start a beauty notebook now, writing down that iodine 
foods assist in keeping the hair lovely!

Visits Deniand 
Wise Guidance

OME of the social experiences 
S that children ‘undergo are hard 

on them, and parents should 
consider the situations carefully 
with regard to the comfort of the 
children and to the success of the 
experience. 

Visiting friends is a social, ex- 
perience that all children must 
and should meet. Often it is a 
difficult one for them, They are 
dressed so that their clothes be- 
come a matter of care. They are 
warned so that their manners 
have to be guarded. They find 
themselves in a strange house and 
they must not appear to need any 


attention beyond what they re. 


ceive. 
In the first place, children usual-. 


ly must attend to their. personal 


wants. Their journey, however 
short, has been exciting. Their ar- 
rival still more sé. Unless some- 
body is thoughtful of the children 
they are sure to suffer. This one 
situation alone has been fruitful 
of disaster for many a visiting 
child. Thereafter, he preferred to 
stay at home. 

Sitting still and being seen and 
not heard is hard on children. 
They can be inactive and-silent for 
a brief time. If that period is pro- 
longed beyond their strength there 
is trouble. Either they will break 
out in giggles and boisterous play, 
or they will become sick. Their 
cheeks will grow redder and red- 
der, the tips of their ears will turn 
scarlet, and their tongues’ will 
cling to the roofs of their mouths, 
They will wish they were anywhere 
except where they are. ‘Thought- 
ful parents and hosts could ward 
off these hard experiences by pro- 
viding the right kind of amusement, 
space and plenty of water for 
drinking purposeg.

THEN THERE are the things 
they are not to eat, not to touch, 
not to say. They try hard to re- 
member all they were told not to 
do. For a time they will do well, 
but sooner or later they trip up. 
Their watchful parents speak out 
loudly to correct, threaten or pun- 
ish them. This experience accounts 
for many a grown-up’s dislike of 
visiting, anywhere, anytime, 

Parents ought not to take chil- 
dren visiting unless they are cor- 
dially invited. If the youngsters 
are invited the length of the visit 
should be adjusted nicely to the 
children’s powers of endurance. It 
should be as short as can be. It 
is better to leave before the wel- 
come is exhausted. 

The children should be dressed 
for the occasion, and underdressing 
is better than overdressing. Sim- 
plicity is best for children, and 
that usually means wash clothes. 
The fewer warnings about keeping 
clean the better. 

The hostess should provide for 
the entertainment of the children. 
The young ones cannot sit in the 
room with grown-up people and be 
expected to behave with grown-up 
decorum. Games in another room, 
or out of doors, are necessary. If 
there are no children to show them 
the way about, a grown person 
should take charge while the chil- 
dren are finding their way. Their 
food should be carefully prepared 
after conference with their mother. 
Picture books in a quiet room or 
on the porch are fine for the time 
when games pall.

Cook bacon until done in large 
heavy saucepan. Add onion and 
flour and stir until flour is blend- 
ed smoothly with bacon drippings.

Transfusion of ,blood from one 
human being to another has been, 
‘Indeed, one of the, great advances 
in treatment. It is be nna a in 
surgical shock, in hemorrhage after 
any injury, and, therefore, of course, 
particularly valuable in war 
surgery for war wounds. Military 
practice, however, creates prob- 
lems in regard to transfusion which 
are not met with in civil life, 


In large scale engagements & 
great deal of blood is. needed and 
donors cannot be spared from the 
fighting line. The first attempt to 
solve this problem was to create 
blood banks. As is well known, 
people must be tested to see whether 
the blood they give will fit the 
blood of the recipient. There are 
certain classes known as “univer- 
sal donors” whose blood can be 
transfused, into anybody without 
harm, These blood banks are ob- 

ned from the universal donors 
and stored in sterile flasks with an 
anti-coagulant, sodium citrate, add- 
ed. The trouble with this was that 
these banks are liable to degenerate 
and cause severe reactions. when 
transfusion is given. 


* - & 


IT TOOK SIX months of the pres- 
ent war for the British to redis- 
cover what was found.in 1916; that 
glucose added to these blood banks 
will do much to preserve the blood 
and reduce reactions. It has been 
further found, however, by the 
British and French, that whole 
blood is not necessary. When 
hemorrhage occurs, and often in 
surgical shock, the principal diffi- 
culty is simply lack of fluid in the 
blood vessels, Salt solution put in 
simply pours out through the kid- 
neys and sweat giands, but it is 
possible to replace the volume hy 
the use of blool serum, or blood 
plasma, which is the substance 
which results after a clot has 
formed in drawn hlood. 


These plasma banks have proved 
very useful and are not subject to 
the deterioration that occurg in 
whole blood banks. The only ob- 
jection to them has been their 
bulk. A new development has been 
that the plasma is allowed to dry 
so that very large amounts of what 
is potentially blood plasma can be 
stored in a relatively small space 
and moved with moving troops. All 
that is needed to be done is to 
add some sort of a dilutent so that 
this plasma is put back in solution. 

This series of experiences, with 
gradual improvement, has been the 
result of a great deal of work on 
the part of the English Medical Re- 
search Council and the Medical De- 
partment of the United States 
Ar my.

HEY call him Singin’ Bob. He 
Ti: superintendent of the Metho- 

dist Old Falks Home here and 
the singin’est man in Southern Illi- 
nois. He has sung the Home out 
of debt and saved the old folks 
from the disaster that threatened 
them. Because of that he is happy 
and he goes singing on his way. 

In the minutes of the Southern 
Illinois Conference he is listed as 
the Rev. Robert Morris, but almost 
nobody calls him Reverend. When 
they speak about him they say 
Singin’ Bob and when they speak 
to him they say Uncle Bob, be- 
cause of his happy disposition and 
his friendly ways. Before he was 
superintendent of the Home he had 
been pastor for 40 years of small- 
town churches in Southern Illinois 
and district superintendent, and 
was always on call for services as 
a singing evangelist. 

Wherever there were Methodists, 
Uncle Bob, with his folding organ 
and guitar, was known and wel- 
comed. He has never carried 
through an important financial pro- 
gram, but when the Home was stag- 
gering under a load of debt and the 
old folks who had found a haven 
there were in danger of losing it, 
everybody said that if there was a 
man on earth who could pull the 
thing out of the hole it was Uncle 
Bob, with his folding organ and his 
singin’. 

Ten years ago the Old Folks 
Home on its hill was tottering un- 
der a debt of $96,000, with interest 
to accrue that would bring the 
total to $124,000 to be paid in the 
years of struggle that lay ahead. 

There were grave doubts whether 
the Home could be saved, though 
nobody cared to face the fact that 
its closing would turn out into the 
world 41 genteel men and women, 
all over 65 years of age, all prac- 
tically penniless, for they had sur- 
rendered their scant savings when 
they entered, with nowhere to go 
except to crowded county poor- 
houses. 


It was nobody’s fault that this 
was so. The Home had been built 
because there was acknowledged 
need for it. That was in 1926, when 
there was prosperity in the land 
and open-handed help to be had. 
The building, with its 39 rooms, 
for single and double occupancy, 
was built and furnished at a cost 
of $145,000, with a debt on it of 
$70,000 when it was dedicated and 
opened its doors to the aged. Some 
of the money had been given and 
some borrowed from banks, and 
bonds had been sold. The operat- 
ing cost was $15,000 a year. Then 
came the 1929 depression, 


In 1930 the situation was des- 
perate. The debt had mounted to 
$96,000 and the operating cost was 
threatening to increase it further. 
The members of the board of 
managers, responsible to the South- 
ern Illinois Conference, were grave 
and troubled when they met. 

There was just one hope—Uncle 
Bob Morris. There was little chance 
that talking would bring in the

money that was needed, but singing 
might. When it came to singing 
there. was nobody like Uncle Bob, 
He could outsing the birds in the 
trees. 

So on Oct. 1, 1930, Uncle Bob 
quit his preaching and went to 
singing to save the home and keep 
its roof over the heads of the old 
folks. The first year he was field 
secretary, with the Rev. C. C. Hall 
as superintendent. It was hard sled- 
ding that year and through the 
years immediately following, be- 
ginning in 1931, when he wa; made 
superintendent. He went around 
with his folding organ, playing and 
singing and pleading at church 
meetings and conferences. He met 
discouragement everywhere. At 
three different conferences he was 
told that the debt couldn’t be paid 
and the home would have to be 
closed. 

Uncle Bob had an answer for 
that. “If we close the Home,” he 
said, “the first thing we will have 
to do will be to pay off the debt. 
We can’t get away from that. We 
can’t close. We are unde> moral 


and legal obligations to take care 


of those old folks up there as 


‘long as they live and bury them 


when they die. It’s got to be done 
and we can do it and we’re going 
to do it.” 


It was strong talk and nobody 
could deny it. Uncle Bob eased it 
by breaking into song, for he didn’t 
want to make them feel bad. He 
only wanted then! to help. 
“Somebody said that it couldn’t 

be done, 

But he with a chuckle replied 
That maybe it couldn’t, but he 

would be one 

Who wouldn’t say so till he'd 

tried. 


“So he buckled right in with a 
trace of a grin 
On his face; if he worried he 


hid it; 
He started to sing as he tackled 
the thing 
That couldn’t be done, and he 
did it. 
“Somebody scoffed, ‘Oh you'll 


never do that; 
At least no one ever has done 
it!’ 
But he took off his coat and 
he took off his hat, 
And the first thing we knew 
he’d begun it. 


“With a lift of the chin and a 
bit of a grin, 
And without any doubting or 


quidit; 
He started to sing as he tackled 
the thing 
That couldn’t be done, and 
he did it.” 


He grinned as he sang, bearing 
down on the “did it,” and those 
who listened were convinced that 
the thing could be done and he’d 
do it. They didn’t know how and 
neither did he, but in 1932 the faith 
of Singin’ Bob began to pay divi- 
dends.

‘on under the direction of Dr. W. 
P. McVeigh, the district superin- 
tendent of the Methodist Church, 
for the Old Falks Home and the 
Orphans Home at Mount Vernon, 
with Uncle Bob doing the singing 
for both. it brought in about $16,- 
000 for the Old Folks Home, a sub- 
stantial lift, but a lot of more sing- 


ing and a lot of more faith was 


needed. 

The real crisis came in 1935. The 
bonds matured that year and there 
wasn't a dollar to pay them. Banks 
and Government agencies were ap- 
pealed to in vain. There wasn’t 
anything that the banks or the 
Government could do. The banks 
were still in the doldrums. Uncle 
Bob appealed to a banker for a 
gift of $1000. The man was sympa- 
thetic but he said: 


“Uncle Bob, I don’t know at this 
minute whether I’ve got a dollar in 
the world. If you want bank stock 
I'll give you all you -can carry 
away.” 

“Thank you kindly,” said Uncle 
Bob, “but bank stock won’t do. It’s 
money that we need.” 


The bondholders were called in 
and frankly told how matters 
stood. They were told that they 
had the right to take over the 
Home and turn the old folks out. 
They didn’t want the Home and 
they didn’t want to turn the old 
folks out. They agréed to an ex- 
tension of the bonds to mature 
over a period of 12 years, $1500 to 
be paid every six months with ac- 
crued interest. The conference 
trustees signed the agreement. “It’s 
up to you to get the money,” they 
said to Uncle Bob.

A year ago last November, Uncle 
Bob went to see a man and his 
wife who had shown an interest 
in the old folks and the preserva- 
tion of their home. He told them 
the debt had been reduced to $40,- 
000. It was his dearest wish that 
in the year to come the debt would 
be cleared. How much would the 
man and his wife be willing to 
give, conditional. upon the raising 
of the remainder, as a challenge 
to other givers? 


“Let us talk it over,” they said, 
and withdrew to: another room. 
Uncle Bob hummed a song as he 
waited. They came back and said 
they would give $5000 on the con- 
dition that their identity be not 
disclosed. Uncle Bob broke into 
a song of thanksgiving. 


Uncle Bob worked and sang as 
he had never worked and sang be- 
fore, and by his singing more than 
by his working he touched the 
hearts of men and women. Some 
of them gave more than they could 
afford, for times were still hard. 
The year was drawing to a close 
and the debt had not been cleared. 
Then a Lawrenceville woman went 
to her pastor and asked him how 
much more was needed. He called 
up Uncle Bob and was told that 
the amount still needed to meet the 
challenge was $5500. He told the 
woman. 

“Is that challenge. good?” she 
asked. “It’s as good as if the 
money was in the bank,” he said. 

“T'll accept it,” she said, and 
wrote her check for $6000, to make 
sure that there would be enough. 

Through the halls of the Old 
Folks Home, the voice of Uncle 
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LIBRARY. 


Bob rang out: “Praise God from 
whom all blessings flow.” 


A thing like that called for a 
celebration. It was arranged in 
the form of a pilgrimage. The date 
was Nov. 11, 1940. That day the 
pilgrims came from far and near 
to rejoice with Uncle Bob and the 
old folks that the Home had been 
saved. Bishop Ernest Lynn Wal- 
dorf came and delivered the ad- 
dress in the Methodist Church. 
Uncle Bob sang: 


“Our Old-Folks Home is bright 
and fair, 
And I feel like helping it along; 
It gives the kindest Christian 
care, 
And I feel like helping it along. 


“Our fathers and our mothers are 
happy over there, 
And I feel like helping it along; 
And some future day you may 
want to go there; 
Don’t you feel like helping it 
along?” 


Out at the Home, an altar of 
stones had been erected on the 
front lawn. There on the altar the 
canceled bonds were burned. The 
old folks looked on, smiling through 
their glad tears, as the clouds that 
had hung over them rolled away. 


Uncle Bob’s work is not finished. 
He has more songs to sing for the 
$15,000 that must be raised every 
year for operating expenses. But 
his voice is still strong though he 
is 74 years old. He can’t remember 
when he didn’t sing. As a child on 
a farm near McLeansboro he sang. 


As farmer, school teacher, lawyer 
and preacher he sang. He is, as 
he always was, a master of pitch. 
He can start anything, from “Old 
Hundred” to “Yankee Doodle,” 
from scratch and never miss the 
pitch. He sings at the drop of the 
hat and if there’s no hat handy he 
sings anyway. 

Happy days have come for the 
old folks in their Home. They 
hear Uncle Bob go singing about 
his work and know that all is 
well. Among the 54 members, as 
they are called, are three married 
couples going their last miles to- 
gether and three pairs of sisters. 
One woman, still spry and cheery, 
is 92 years old, and two others are 
past 90. 

There is security and content- 
ment for the old folks now. The 
cloud of debt that hung over their 
Home on its hill is gone and the 
sun shines bright and there is 
nothing to dread.

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Player Fails 
To Understand 


Forcing Pass 
By Ely Culbertson. 


HE eloquence of silence has 

been extolled in romantic nov- 

els and philosophic treatises. 
But nowhere, I venture to say, can 
silence—as represented by that lit- 
tle word “pass”—be. more profitable 
than at the contract, table. Of 
course, to be profitable it must be 
understood! 

In the hand shown below South’s 
final pass was eldquent, but North’s 
poor interpretative ability took 
away the profit. 

South,. dealer. 

North-South vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
South West 
1 spade Pass 
3 spades Pass 
Pass Pass Pass 

When North made his final pass, 
South had to exercise every ounce 
of control to keep himself from 
committing homicide. And, indeed, 
altho I am not a bloodthirsty soul, 
I think South should have been 
permitted a small amount of may- 
hem. North had failed miserably 
in reading and responding to one 
of the most beautiful of all bidding 
weapons, namely, the forcing pass. 
North obviously felt that his very 
poor hand warranted no action at 
all. But let us consider the situa- 
tion carefully. 


South, vulnerable, had opened the 
bidding and East, after two passes, 
had, instead of doubling, merely re- 
opened the bidding with two hearts. 
Now South, knowing that his own 
partner had a hand too weak to 
keep the bidding open on the first 
round, had voluntarily rebid his 
spades to the three level. West, 
who had taken no action over the 
one spade, was unable to raise 
hearts or make any constructive 
bid of his own. East had then bid 
four hearts, which in the light of 
his previous bid could not be a 
sound bid. The chances were over- 
whelming that East was merely 
trying to “boost” the opponents to 
a spot where he could take care 
of them. 


South, who had been not only 
willing but anxious to contract for 
nine tricks, surely could have 
stretched a.point and bid four 
spades if he thought there was any 
real danger of the opponents mak- 
ing their four heart contract. His 
pass, therefore, could not have 
shown inability to go further and, 
obviously, he was merely asking 
North whether he preferred to play 
at four spades or to defend against 
four hearts. As between these two, 
North’s preference obviously should 
have been the latter. 


Finally, there was no reason for 
North to fear that his heart honors 
could be picked up by successive 
finesses—the bidding had practically 
guaranteed there would not be two 
entries in dummy, which would be 
required for this purpose. 

Ordinary defensive methods, in- 
volving the removal of dummy’s 
one trump, held East to one dia- 
mond and five heart tricks, and 
thus he was down four tricks. 
North’s timidity in failing to double 
resulted in only a 200-point penalty 
instead of the 700 points he should 
have collected through the applica- 
tion of simple logic,
